Apart from its oil seed 
plants, itB specialization is experimental planting of 
Jute and chicory.

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( d) tfwiniary - This is a PGR that specializes in oil seed 
plants and pig-breeding. Apart from the PGR the 
locality has a kolkhoz and even some individual forms.

3. ’’The administration ua a whole consists of around 80 people. They rorm ; 
however only part of the red-tape personnel employed in state-owned 
estatea. A number, of other persons belong..to the team but are employed 
on individual estates . 

6. '’To have as good personnel as possible, especially in the farm-breeding 
line,, the team operates, its own agricultural school. This is located in 
the outskirts of Osno, on the small, farm (adjacent to the manor) of 
Kochan. 

7* "The mechanical equipment of the team in perfect, with $6 tractors (among 
them the Polish oroduction Ursus, lb Czeeh-production lietor of type K-25 
and T-25, the Soviet-production tractors type ICO and, some pre-world War 1.1 
German production Lanz bulldozers) . All other machinery of this team of 
estate's is mainly new,, of Polish or Czech production, plus one so-called 
Kombain imported from the UhCll early in 1953* 

8. “The main garage and workshop for all of the machinery belonging to the 
team is located iu the pre-Viorld War IX German Kaiser factory that manu- 
factured electrical motors. The factory was bombed out during war actions, 
and the rest of the machinery was taken away by the doviet army in l9^p. 

in the meantime the factory buildings were partly reconstructed. 

9 . "All supplies for the Osno PGR come from the central supply warehouses in 

Gulechow,. except that lubr.i cunts are supplied from Rzepin and several 
special tools from Gorzow, where the central management of the ?GH team 
for the entire area has its seat. , . 

|0. ‘The Osno FGR team shoved in }95- u deficit ,of around. 3 1 million zlotys, 
simultaneously the nearby Glubic.e PGR team, had a deficit of 2,500 million 
zlotys. The llzepin P^K team to the south, was operating with a deficit 
of around four or five million zlotys. These, high debts incurred by the 
various KJK teams recult from the uneconomicaJ investments made every year 
by the rGH’c without proper advance calculations. Fertilizers, ana also 
agricultural machinery, are available utter abundance, while the 
Individual farmers, on the contrary, . receive any support at all. 

They cannot, for example, obtain fertile ers or seeds if they are under 
even the slightest indebtedness, on their compulsory allotments. 

11. All the output of the Osno PGR team production is sent to Sulechov or to 
K.ostrzyn (Kuestrin) . In 1953 the construction of the huge silos in this 
town was completed. According to the population these silos will be col- 
lecting the corn for the entire frontier-area betwwcn Slubice and 
Kostrzyn for export to the fjoviet Z one of . Germany. ”
